issued an order to the effect that no person who lives within ; 
municipal limits shall put a thatched roof over his house. ae 
The prohibition of the use of thatched roofs presses severely 
on the people, ‘particularly the poor, ‘who cannot afford to 
cover their houses with iron ‘sheets’ or masonry roofs, and the 
result is that many poor men have to live in houses without 
roofs, The Board readily institutes criminal prosecutions 
against poor men who disobey the orders. The Revd. Dr.

re editors. No change can be made in the 
number of copies of a newspaper during the quarter. If the 
postage and the prescribed statements are not made over by an 
editor to the post-office on the fixed date, the postmaster does 
not receive them until the editor again obtains sanction from 
the Postmaster-General. He cannot receive sanction in less 
than two weeks, and in the meantime he should put half-anna 
stamps on the copies of his newspaper if he desires tosend them. 
If there is delay in the issue of any ‘tiumber of ‘the news- 
paper owing to sume cause or other and the month for which 
the postage has been paid in advance is over, the postmaster 
does not receive the copies for despatch nor does he refund 
the postage to the editor, and the editor has to send them in 
the usual way by putting balf-anna stamps on them! It 
is almost needless to say that the payment of this additional 
postage at donble the rate fixed for a privileged newspaper 
presses very hard on the editor. The postage on newspapers 
was reduced by Government with a view to encouraging them, 
but the rules framed for the payment of the postage are 
calculated to produce just the contrary-effect. - In the time 
of Rae Sélig Ram, Bahddur, the late Postmaster-General, 
if there was a delay in the issue of a newspaper, the post-, 
office did not refuse to receive copies for transmission ; and if . 
the publication of the newspaper was stop ed by oF

‘that ‘an editor should ‘be ‘allowed to 
py the postage in cash for each edition’ of his newspaper at 
the time of delivery of the copies to the post-office at the 
rate of a quarter.of an anua‘for.each copy and should not be 
required to pay the-postage in advance for the whole month.
